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IT’S HARD TO believe that the 
current Jaguar XF is nearly eight 
years old. The 2008 What Car? Car 
of the Year winner still looks fresh 
and remains great to drive. 

Over the past few years it has 
also become a more competitive 
purchase for business buyers as 
Jaguar engineers have found ways 
to progressively reduce the XF’s 
CO2 emissions. The need to drive 
down running costs and reduce 
benefit-in-kind taxes did a great 
deal to boost demand for today’s XF. 

However, Jaguar is no longer 
content to be competing alongside 
rivals such as the class-leading 
BMW 5 Series, Audi A6 and 
Mercedes E-Class; hot off the 
back of the launch of the new XE 
compact executive it wants to 
assert its growing reputation 
by eclipsing them. 

So, when the company says this 
XF is “all new”, it really means it. 
Aside from the big V6 petrol and 
diesel engines used by the range- 
topping models, everything else 
about the car is new. From the 
aluminium platform and newly 
designed suspension system, to 
the frugal four-cylinder Ingenium 
engines and the cutting-edge 
infotainment systems, this XF 
is a completely re-modelled and 
re-thought car.

High tech, low emissions 

A feast of new technology means 
that the new XF range will kick 
off with CO2 emissions as low as 
I04g/km and average economy of 
yi.ympg, which will be delivered by 
the most frugal i6ibhp 2.0-litre 
turbodiesel engine linked to a 
manual six-speed gearbox. 

Jaguar says this is the lowest 
CO2 figure in this class for any 
non-hybrid vehicle - and compares 
favourably with today’s Audi A6 2.0 
TDI 190 Ultra SE (ii3g/km, iSybhp), 
BMW 5 Series 5i8d (ii4g/km, 
I4ibhp) and Mercedes E-Class E220 
Bluetec SE (i20g/km, i68bhp). 

As a result, the Jaguar slips into 
the 18% company car tax bracket. 


while the Audi and BMW are in the 
20% band and the Mercedes in 
the 22% band. Opting for Jaguar’s 
eight-speed auto transmission 
raises emissions to ii4g/km and 
the tax band to 20%. 

Two other diesels will be offered: 
a lyybhp 2.0-litre unit that emits 
ii4g/km and a range-topping 
296bhp V6 with I44g/km when 
linked to an automatic gearbox. 

Eor now, the only petrol-engined 
XE will be the high-performance 
3.oi V6 S. It uses a supercharged 
V6 petrol engine driving the 
eight-speed auto ’box and is rated 
at I98g/km of CO2. 

All-new body structure 

The new XF is built around Jaguar’s 
new ‘aluminium-intensive’ 
platform, which is also used in 
smaller form in the new XE saloon. 
Company engineers say that the 
XE’s structure is around y5% 
aluminium and that most of the 
remaining steel is used in the rear 
of the car, which helps balance the 
front-to-rear weight distribution. 

The use of lightweight materials 
make the new XE an average of 
190kg - or around 11% - lighter 
than the model it replaces, which 
is one of the reasons for the greatly 
improved fuel economy figures. 
The current XE is made entirely

of steel and is notably weighty for 
its class. 

This new structure is also 28% 
stiffer than the old model’s steel 
set-up. Again, this improvement 
should pay dividends in terms of 
safety, handling and ride quality. 
The XF’s slick styling and extensive 
use of underfloor shielding results, 
the company claims, in very low 
wind noise in the cabin. 

No expense has been spared with 
the XF’s suspension system, which 
shares the same sophisticated 
front and independent rear 
set-up as the smaller XF. Adaptive 
dampers, which can change the 
characteristics of the car’s ride 
in milliseconds, will be on the 
options list. 

Business-class interior 

While Jaguar wants to build on 
its reputation for delivering agile 
handling and a compliant ride, 
the new XF also promises big 
gains in terms of cabin refinement 
and long-distance comfort. 

This extends to what Jaguar says 
is the most generous rear knee and 
head room in this class - including 
the current Mercedes E-Class - and 
the equal biggest boot capacity, at 
540 litres. In the flesh, the new XF 
is an imposing machine that 
looks bigger than its predecessor. 
However, the new XF is 3mm lower 
and ymm shorter than the outgoing 
model, despite its much more 
roomy cabin. Even so it is only just 
short of 5m long (4954mm) - so 
this XF is one of the bigger saloons 
on the road.

Chief designer for Jaguar 
What was your aim when 
designing the new XF? 

“I wanted to protect Jaguar’s 
visual DNA and I wanted to make 
sure that we created a genuine 
sports saloon. However, I also 
wanted the new XF to be more 
mature and sophisticated than 
the previous car. It may be slightly 
shorter and lower than the old XF, 
but I wanted the new car to have 
more presence, which I think 
we’ve achieved. 

“We’ve given the new car three 
side windows, which helps 
illuminate the interior and we 
have a new strong line running 
down the side of the car.’’ 

Why did you decide to stay 
with the familiar Jaguar 
nose design? 

“The current XF is nearly eight 
years old and I think it has worn 
well. I wanted to translate the XF 
nose into the new family look. I 
wanted the front to look slightly 
menacing, but not aggressive or 
vulgar. The grille surround stands 
proud at the front of the car. I like 
the way it looks like an air intake.’’ 

Why is the interior design 
of the XF so different from that 
of the flagship XJ saloon and 
quite unlike any previous 
Jaguar model’s? 

“We’ve certainly gone for a very 
simple interior architecture, 
although we have carried over 
some design themes from the 
current Jaguar line-up. 

“Running around the top of the 
dashboard and into the doors is 
the upright strip we call the ‘riva 
hook’ and that was used on the 
XJ. As with the current XF, we’ve 
used a metallic finish on the dash, 
retained the pop-up controller for 
the automatic transmission and 
the outer two air vents are 
powered and flip into place when 
the car is started. 

“This time, though, we’ve 
put a lot more sculpture into 
the shaping of the seats. On 
the leather-trimmed interior 
we’ve also used a fluted finish, 
which could be thought of as 
old-fashioned, but I wanted to 
bring it back to Jaguar.’’

Inside, the XF is much more 
modern and sparse-looking than 
the hig XJ luxury car. The flat, wide, 
centre console and wide, slim, 
interior details and aluminium 
trim highlights have more of a 
flavour of the new Volkswagen 
Passat than a traditional British 
executive car.

infotainment system, known as 
In Control Touch Pro. This uses a 
smartphone-like touchscreen and is 
compatible with some smartphone 
apps, as well as having its own apps. 
An in-cabin wi-fi hotspot will also 
be on the XF’s options list. 

The XF will be offered in four 
familiar trim levels: Prestige, 
R-Sport, Portfolio and S. Full 
equipment lists have yet to be 
revealed, but standard safety 
gear will include autonomous 
emergency braking, which slows 
or stops the car if it detects an 
imminent accident, lane departure 
warning and lane-keep assist. The 
XF also has a system that enables 
it to track the car in front at low 
speeds, such as when in traffic jams, 
and an intelligent speed limiter, 
which can restrict the car’s speed 
after automatically reading 
roadside speed limit signs. 

The entry-level Jaguar XF 2.od 
Prestige costs from £32,300, which 
is more than all of its rivals once 
their Target Prices are taken into 
account. However, we’d expect that 
to change a few months after 
deliveries start in September.

First drive A stylish and sporty alternative to the BMW 3 Series Touring 
Verdict Looks come at the expense of space and practicality

IF YOU NEED THE space and 
practicality of an estate, but aren’t 
so keen on sensible-shoes styling, 
then the Mercedes CLA Shooting 
Brake could be for you. 

Eor now, the engine range 
consists of three petrol units 
(including the performance- 
oriented CLA45 AMG) and two 
diesels. An entry-level 180 diesel 
will arrive later in September. 

The Shooting Brake’s swoopy 
styling doesn’t come cheap though: 
even the most basic CLA - the 180 
- costs nearly £26,000. 

Spacious but compromised 

The Shooting Brake’s boot holds 
495 litres, which is significantly less 
than the Golf Estate’s (605 litres) 
but similar in size to an Audi A4 
Avant’s or BMW 3 Series Touring’s. 
However, tilting the rear seatbacks 
to a more upright ‘cargo’ position 
increases it by another 100 litres. 

Eolding the rear seats is done 
using levers by the rear headrest. 
They split 60/40 and lie pretty 


much fiat without any step up 
from boot to seatbacks. However, 
the CLA’s styling means the boot 
opening is narrow, the load space is 
shallow and there’s a hefty lip to lift 
heavy loads over. 

Rear-seat comfort is further 
affected by the relative shortage 
of headroom and legroom, and if 
you plan to sit three adults back 
there make sure they’re at least

on speaking terms. Those up front 
have a comparatively easy time of 
it, because there’s decent leg and 
head room and a good range of seat 
and wheel adjustment. 

forward visibility is good, 
but the Shooting Brake’s heavily 
styled rear end doesn’t help the 
view out, with large pillars and 
a small screen ensuring much of 
it is obscured. 


Pick petrol for refinement 

The CLA 220 CDI diesel has all the 
power and torque you’re likely to 
need, and it pulls strongly from 
around isoorpm. 

The trouble is, the seven-speed 
automatic gearbox that comes as 
standard is too keen to change 
down, which exposes the 220’s 
main weakness: its refinement. 

It’s noisy and too many vibrations 
make their way into the cabin. 

The 250 petrol is far more refined. 
It’s smooth and quiet most of the 
time, even if it can become a little 
thrashy when you rev it. It’s quick, 
too, dispensing the o-62mph dash 
in just 6.8 seconds and feeling no 
slower than the diesel in gear. 

There are three suspension 
settings: Comfort, Lowered Comfort 
(15mm lower at the front, 20mm at 
the rear) and Lowered Sports 
(stiffer). We’d go for the middle of 
the three, which offers the best 
blend of comfort and control. 

The petrol 250 comes with 4Matic 
all-wheel drive as standard, and 
feels more agile through tight 
bends. However, both cars’ 
steering set-ups feel numb 
and inconsistently weighted. 

Limited practicality 

The Mercedes CLA Shooting Brake 
is a stylish and well-equipped 
alternative to the traditional 
estate car. If you love the looks, 
and its limited practicality isn’t 
an issue, it will definitely appeal. 
However, if you’re looking for 
a more spacious and practical 
wagon, we’d advise that you 
explore an Audi A4 Avant, BMW 
3 Series Touring or Volkswagen 
Golf Estate, all of which are easier 
to live with.

Verdict Great package made better by quality and tech improvements 



There are three trim levels, each 
well equipped. Even the basic SE-L 
version has lyin alloys, cruise 
control, privacy glass, parking 
sensors, a DAB radio and Bluetooth. 
SE-Lux adds an electric sunroof and 
heated electric leather seats. The 
top Sport-Nav model has standard 
sat-nav, keyless entry, igin alloys 
and adaptive headlights. 

Could be quieter but rides well 

We drove both diesel versions fitted 
with the smooth-shifting, six-speed 
automatic gearbox. Neither feels 
particularly quick but their strong 
in-gear performance means you 
don’t have to work them hard to 
make good progress. 

At speeds of more than 6omph 
the i48bhp diesel needs to be 
worked harder. The lysbhp diesel is 
a better choice if you cover lots of 
motorway miles or tow a caravan. 

There is still more diesel thrum 
in the CX-5 than you would hear in 
the ultra-refined Qashqai, but it’s 
far from harsh. Road noise is also 
noticeable, although it’s never 
overly intrusive. Likewise, it suffers 
from a lot of wind noise at speed. 

To improve ride quality, Mazda 
has changed the CX-s’s suspension 
settings. With lyin wheels fitted 
it rides well both in town and on 
the motorway.

MAZDA’S CX-5 MAY be the 
company’s best-selling model in 
Europe but nonetheless the time 
has come for it to be facelifted. 

Updates include a new grille, 
and LED foglights and daytime 
running lights. The cabin gets 
higher-grade materials plus 
additional sound deadening, 
and new features such as an 
electronic parking brake and 
a driver fatigue monitor. 

UK buyers can choose between 
a iGsbhp, 2.0-litre turbocharged 
petrol engine and two versions of 
a 2.2-litre diesel producing i48bhp 
and lysbhp. Prices start at £22,995 
and rise to £30,395. 

Roomy and well equipped 

The driving position is good for 
drivers of all shapes and sizes, and 
the seats are supportive. Eront 
passengers now have a seat height 
adjuster on all models. 

Visibility is fair, although the 
relatively thick pillars obscure the 
view out, both front and rear. 


The dashboard is easy to use, 
while the centre console looks less 
congested with the new electronic 
parking brake. 

Remaining updates include 
a proliferation of soft-touch 
materials and well-damped 
switches, all of which adds up to 
a genuinely premium ambience. 

A key feature of the CX-5 has 
always been its generous space. It

still offers plenty and there is easily 
enough room to accommodate four 
adults in comfort. A fifth will fit in 
the middle of the rear bench, but 
shoulder space is tight. 

The boot is large and well shaped. 
There’s no awkward loading lip and, 
with the rear seats in their upright 
position, its capacity is 503 litres. 
With the seats folded fiat to the 
floor that grows to 1620 litres. 


Up there with the class best 

There are lots of well priced SUVs to 
choose from; the standout models 
remain the Nissan Qashqai, which 
continues to impress, as well as the 
new Honda CR-V. However, this 
facelift keeps the CX-5 on a par 
with them. It’s spacious, well built, 
comes with lots of standard kit 
and feels good to drive.

On sale September Price from £30,000 (est) 



THE RANGE ROVER Evoque 
compact SUV has been a huge 
success for Land Rover since it went 
on sale in 2011, with more than 
400,000 cars now sold worldwide. 

Even though 2014 marked the 
Evoque’s most successful sales 
performance to date, Land Rover is 
about to introduce a raft of changes 
to keep the car competitive in the 
hard-fought SUV sector. The 
revisions apply to the three-door 
Coupe and the five-door model. 

New super-efficient diesel 

The revised Evoque comes 
with Jaguar Land Rover's new 
four-cylinder, 2.0-litre Ingenium 
turbodiesel engine. Land Rover 
claims the most economical 
model - the two-wheel-drive, 
I48bhp, 3171b ft eD4 equipped with 
a manual transmission - will 
deliver 68mpg and logg/km of CO2. 

That’s 18% more fuel efficient 
than the Evoque’s previous-best 
diesel engine and makes the Evoque 


Land Rover’s most efficient 
production model ever. 

A more potent diesel will also 
be offered, producing i78bhp and 
3171b ft of torque. It will return 
59mpg and I25g/km in six-speed 
manual, four-wheel drive form. 

Significantly, service intervals for 
the new Ingenium diesel engines 
are 21,000 miles compared with

The new car will also be offered 
with Land Rover’s existing 237bhp 
Si4 petrol engine, which can achieve 
a claimed 36mpg and i8ig/km. This 
variant, which comes with 


four-wheel drive and a nine-speed 
automatic transmission as 
standard, can accelerate from 
o-62mph in 7.6sec and has a top 
speed ofi35mph. 

Three drive formats are available: 
two-wheel, four-wheel and Active 
Driveline. The latter automatically 
switches between two- and 
four-wheel drive as required, and

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also features torque vectoring to 
improve traction in low-grip 
situations. It is standard with the 
Si4 petrol engine and optional 
across the rest of the range. 

The most efficient Evoque - the 
front-wheel-drive eD4 - will be 
designated ‘E-Capability and wear 
blue Evoque badges. 

Mild styling updates 

The styling tweaks are subtle, with 
Land Rover largely sticking to the 
current car’s successful formula. 

Among the key changes at the 
front are a new bumper, larger air 
intakes, two new grille designs 
(depending on specification), 
all-LED adaptive headlights and 
new alloy wheel designs. The rear 
features a new tailgate spoiler and 
high-level LED brake light. 

Inside, the revised car features 
new seats and door casings, new 
soft-touch materials and a greater 
range of colours. Standard SE 
models feature leather upholstery 
and powered eight- way seat 
adjustment. Higher-spec variants 
get optional front massage seats 
with 14-way electric adjustment. 

New touchscreen tech 

Land Rover is bringing the Evoque’s 
trim levels in line with the Range 
Rover Sport, so now customers can 
choose SE, HSE Dynamic and 
Autobiography specifications. 

SE-spec cars now get Land Rover’s 
S.oin touchscreen infotainment 
system, called InControl Touch. 

Higher-spec cars come with 
InControl Touch Plus - which 
features HDD-based navigation - a 
rear-seat entertainment system and 
an uprated audio system. 

The Evoque also benefits from 
technology first seen on the Range 
Rover. All-Terrain Progress Control 
(ATPC) maintains a pre-determined 
speed off-road to assist the driver 
on tricky terrain. 

New safety features include 
autonomous emergency braking 
(AEB). This can detect the risk of 
collisions at speeds up to 32mph, 
and brake to avoid them. 


Starts at arouud £30k 

Prices of the revised Evoque range 
will be revealed closer to the 
autumn on-sale date but are 
expected to rise by up to 5%, giving 
a start price of around £30,000. 

At present, discounts of up to 
£1500 are possible on the Evoque 
although we’d expect that to fall 
substantially as demand increases, 
especially on the most efficient 
Ingenium-engined models.

First look All-new SUV replaces the 1x35 and will be sold worldwide 
On sale September Price from £18,000 (est) 


CAR MANUFACTURERS typically 
replace a car with an all-new version 
every seven years, but Hyundai has 
decided to replace its small-size 
SUV after just five. ThaCs not 
because there's anything wrong 
with the outgoing ix35 -it has sold 
incredibly well - but because it 
wants to ensure that it is improving 
its cars faster than its opposition. 

What’s more, as well as being 
an all-new car, the ix35 gets a new 
name: Hyundai has revived the 
Tucson badge in the hope that it 
can be turned into a global seller. 

The new Tucson is marginally 
longer, wider and lower than the 
outgoing ix35 and it has been given 
more rugged styling. Its lower body 
cladding hints at some off- road 
potential, it has Hyundai’s 
prominent front grille and there’s 
a clear family resemblance to the 
larger Santa Fe. 

Broad engine choice 

The Tucson will get two petrol 
and three diesel engines when it 
arrives in September. The i. 6-litre 
petrol is available in both naturally 


aspirated and turbocharged forms, 
producing I33bhp and I74bhp. 

The Euro 6-compliant diesel 
line-up kicks off with a 1.7-litre unit 
producing ii3bhp, and includes 
two versions of the firm’s 2.0-litre 
engine developing i34bhp and 
iSibhp. The 2.0-litre option will also 
be available with four-wheel drive. 
The 1.7-litre diesel is likely to be the 
best seller in the UK. 


A hybrid version might not be 
too far off, although officials 
haven’t confirmed it yet. The 
company showcased the 
technology in a Tucson at the 
recent Geneva motor show. 

The new model will be 
available with a choice of three 
transmissions: a six-speed manual, 
six-speed automatic and seven- 
speed dual-clutch automatic. 


Roomy and well equipped 

Despite its relatively small size, 
the Tucson feels comfortable and 
spacious inside. Boot space with the 
rear seats in place is 513 litres. That’s 
less than the outgoing ix35, which 
comes with 591 litres, but more 
than the Nissan Qashqai’s 430 litres. 

The Tucson seats five and offers 
creature comforts including 
ventilated and heated front seats. 
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The Tucson

a powered tailgate, a park assist 
function and a new navigation 
system that’s claimed to be three 
times faster than in current models. 

Although similar to the ix35 in 
terms of interior layout, the Tucson 
offers more soft-touch plastics and 
improved visibility from the 
driver’s seat. 

Safety technology includes 
autonomous emergency braking, 
lane assist, rear traffic alert, blind 
spot monitoring and a system that 
raises the bonnet in the event of 
a pedestrian collision. 

Developed for Europe 

Hyundai says the new Tucson’s 
ride and handling have been tuned 
in Europe with, it claims, a focus 
on “ride comfort without 
compromising driving dynamics”. 

It says the new power steering 
system is “precise and direct”, while 
new suspension and dampers 
should offer a smooth ride. 

It’s a testament to the potential 
that Hyundai sees in the booming 
SUV market that every Tucson 
destined to be sold in Europe will 
be made in Europe, too; more 
specifically, at the firm’s Czech 
Republic manufacturing site. Cars 
for other global markets will be 
made in Korea. 

Higher spec, higher prices 

Hyundai won’t reveal prices until 
closer to the launch date but the 
Tucson is likely to cost more than 
the ix35, which starts at £17,000. 

Given its continued push 
upmarket and the fact that the 
Tucson is, in effect, an all-new 
model, a starting price of around 
£18,000 is likely. 

That price should allow the 
Tucson to compete well among 
crossover class champions such as 
our current Small SUV of the Year, 
the Nissan Qashqai, which starts at 
£18,265, and the Mazda CX-5, which 
costs from £21,895.

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Mazda CX-3 

First drive Small SUV rival for the Nissan Juke gets chunky looks and lots of kit 
Verdict Pricey but impressive inside and good to drive 



MAZDA HAS ENJOYED deserved 
success with the practical, efficient 
CX-5 SUV. Now the Japanese firm 
is hoping to cash in on the 
burgeoning market for baby SUVs 
by launching its own rival for the 
Nissan Juke, the CX-3. 

Based on the recently launched 
2 supermini, the CX-3 comes with 
a choice of 2.0-fitre petrol engines 
(with iiSbhp or I48bhp), although 
the more powerful of those motors 
is reserved for pricey editions that 
also get four-wheel drive. There's 
also a i04bhp 1.5-litre diesel that 
can be specced with front- or 
four-wheel drive. All models get 
a six-speed manual gearbox as 
standard, but a six-speed automatic 
is an option. 

Mazda clearly sees the CX-3 as 
a model above the 2 in its range, 
because it doesn't come cheap. Even 
the entry-level SE edition with the 
lower-powered petrol engine will 
set you back £17,595 “ almost £4000 
more than the cheapest Nissan Juke 


- and you can take diesel editions 
all the way up to an eye-watering 
£24,695 for a four-wheel-drive 
automatic version. 

That relatively high asking price 
does bring a decent slug of standard 
kit, however. Every CX-3 gets a y.oin 
touchscreen, plus DAB, Bluetooth, 
air-con, alloy wheels and heated, 
electrically folding door mirrors,

and you don't have to go too far up 
the range before the equipment 
includes heated front seats, rear 
parking sensors, climate control 
and rain-sensing wipers. 

A grown-up drive 

On the road the CX-3 feels 
accomplished and well sorted. We 
tried the front-wheel-drive diesel 


edition that could account for 
around a third of UK sales, and 
it manages to feel a little more 
grown-up than the class average. 
The steering is nicely weighted 
and precise, and the gearshift has 
a pleasing, mechanical action. 

However, the engine isn't that 
happy when you work it hard - you 
get a rasping note from about 



The ride’s firm on 16in wheels. We’ll have to reserve judgement on the 18in alloys 
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2500rpm - but there’s plenty of 
low-down shove so there’s little 
need to rev it. It also settles down 
at a cruise; you’re more likely to 
be bothered by wind noise from 
around the base of the windscreen 
pillars when you’re travelling along 
a motorway The petrol engine is 
a bit smoother when it’s being 
revved hard, mind you. 

As with the 2, the suspension 
set-up is on the firm edge of 
comfortable, but it’s fine most 
of the time, and the CX-3 stays 
admirably flat through corners. 
Sharper road imperfections and 
bridge expansion joints can be felt 
in the cabin, though; our car was on 
the i6in wheels that will feature 
on SE and SE L editions, and we’d 
certainly want a test drive before 
committing to the i8in alloys that 
come with Sport models. 


Baby cabin but big on features 

The CX-3’s cabin is undeniably 
influenced by the 2 on which it’s 
based. The fascia is neatly styled 
and features a solid blend of 
well-textured but hard plastics on 
its top, and padded leather-effect 
material on the front, with lines of 
double stitching in all the right 
places. The overall impression 
of quality is a clear step above 
anything a Juke can muster - and 
the CX-3’s clear, easy-to-use y.oin 
colour display is at least a match 
for the system in the Captur. 

There’s plenty of room up front 
for a couple of adults, with decent 
shoulder room and head room, but 
the rearseat space on offer can’t 
quite match the CX-3’s positioning 
above regular superminis, because 
six-footers will start to grumble on 
longer journeys. 

This trend extends to the boot; 
it’s a useful size, at 350 litres, and 
there’s an adjustable floor in the 
luggage bay that allows you to 
prioritise space or minimise the 
lip over which you have to load in 
heavier items. Just don’t expect 
the CX-3 to match the everyday 
capacity of a Eord Eocus or VW Golf. 

That, in truth, is the key point 
about the CX-3. Like so many of its 
rivals, it can’t match a conventional 
five-door family hatchback for 
out-and-out practicality. However, 
it does offer an appealing standard 
equipment list and strong driving 
dynamics - and if you’ve decided 
to go for something different then 
the Mazda’s chunky looks could seal 
the deal. Stick to one of the cheaper 
trim levels, in fact, and we think this 
is one of the most appealing baby 
SUVs on the market.

First drive Subtle restyling, cabin improvements and cleaner engines for BMW’s hatchback 
Verdict The 120d’s refinement still needs work but the rest of the range impresses

Ride quality is as impressive as 
ever, even over deep potholes, while 
the cahin is still well insulated 
against wind and road noise. 

The I20d xDrive grips and 
handles well, too; the front will 
gently push wide only if you carry 
too much speed in to a hend and 
the four- wheel-drive system helps 
keep the car composed as you 
accelerate out of corners. 

However, the steering is still 
too light and makes the i2od feel 
nervous on initial inputs on the 
motorway, but the weight does 
increase with more lock. 



Easy to get comfortable 

The 1 Series still offers the same 
brilliant driving position; the 
wheel and supportive seats have 
an excellent range of adjustment. 
Forward visibility is also good, 
although the small window and 
thick pillars hamper the rear view. 

Rear space is a little more 
restricted but it remains adequate 
and similar to the Audi A3. The boot 
is also comparable at 360 litres. 

This facelift may seem subtle 
but the combined changes improve 
the overall package. Crucially, the 
1 Series still feels good to drive but 
it also remains easy to live with - 
and prices start from £20,775. 

It’s also now quicker, cheaper to 
run and has more equipment, plus 
a greater range of options, while the 
styling upgrades freshen the car’s 
looks and should help answer 
criticisms of the previous design. 

Audi’s A3 still has even more 
wow factor inside and ultimately 
is our favoured premium 
hatchback, but the 1 Series 
continues to be right behind it 
and thoroughly recommendable.

THE BMW 1 Series hatch has been 
feeling a little lonely ever since its 
coupe and cabriolet body styles 
were rebranded as the 2 Series, 
so it’s been given a mild facelift. 

All versions now have slimmer 
headlights and reworked bumpers, 
distinctive L-shaped LED tail-lights, 
interior upgrades, plus enhanced 
equipment levels. Of more 
significance though, is the range 
of more efficient engines, most 
of which offer more power. 

More than 83nipg - officially 

Petrol versions kick off with the 
ii8i - which uses a turbocharged 
1.6-litre four-cylinder engine and 
has I34bhp - and top out with the 
Mi35i at 322bhp. 

The highlight of the diesel range 
is the entry-level ii4bhp 1.5-litre 
three-cylinder ii6d; in ED guise 
it has average fuel economy of 
83.impg and emits just 89g/km of 
CO2 - great for company car drivers. 

There’s also a 2.0-litre diesel with 
three power outputs; we’ve driven 


the mid-powered, i87bhp i2od in 
four-wheel-drive xDrive guise 
with standard eight-speed 
automatic gearbox. 

Improved diesel refinement 

There’s some telltale diesel clatter 
in the i2od’s cabin, and you can 
feel engine vibrations through 
the controls, but it’s still an 
improvement over the old 2od.

Power delivery is a little flat from 
idle, but it revs freely from i500rpm 
and pulls well. In fact, it’s so flexible 
at low revs there’s rarely any need 
to stretch it further. 

The new auto ’box uses GPS to 
select the correct gear for any given 
corner and this worked well on our 
test route’s twisty roads. You can 
also change gears manually via the 
steering wheel-mounted paddles.

Honda HR-V 

First look A small SUV rival for the Nissan Juke and Fiat 500X 
On sale Summer Price from £15,500 (est)

HONDA IS LAUNCHING six all-new 
cars this year, but more than even 
the Civic Type R hot hatch and NSX 
supercar, it is this HR-V that is 
expected to have the most impact. 

The HR-V won the What Car? Car 
of the Year 2015 Reader Award as the 
most keenly anticipated new car of 
the year - surely an indicator that it 
is set to do well in the increasingly 
competitive small crossover 
segment, headlined by the likes 
of the Citroen Cactus, Fiat 500X, 
Nissan Juke and Vauxhall Mokka. 

Flexible interior space 

The HR-V sticks true to Honda’s 
defining principles of valuing 
practicality and economy above all 
else. However, its designers have 
been able to combine the hallmarks 
of excellent visibility and flexible 
load space with expressive styling 
that sets the HR-V apart from some 
of Honda’s more functional designs 
of recent years. Like its Jazz small 
car, Honda says the HR-V will have 
the ‘magic seat’ system that allows 


the second row of seats to be folded 
flat. Interior space is also increased 
by the positioning of the fuel tank, 
which is located under the centre 
of the car. As a result of these two 
features, Honda reckons the HR-V 
will have class-leading cabin space. 

The claimed 453 litres of boot 
space - rising to 1026 litres with the 
rear seats folded - is also better than 
the majority of rivals’. The Nissan 
Juke, for instance, has 354 litres of 
boot space (1189 litres seats down), 
although the Renault Captur has 
455 litres (1235 seats down). 

Honda also says the HR-V offers 
better refinement than the majority 
of rivals in the segment, claiming 
high levels of sound-deadening 
material to ensure passengers are 
isolated from noise and vibration. 

Although it looks like a pocket- 
sized SUV, the HR-V will only be 
available as a two-wheel-drive 
model in the UK. Honda says it 
will help deliver a “saloon-like” 
driving experience, because the 
HR-V has a relatively low centre 


of gravity and a particularly rigid 
body structure. 

Petrol or diesel? 

There will be two engines available 
at launch: an all-new i28bhp 1.5-litre 
petrol engine and a ii8bhp 1.6-litre 
diesel, versions of which are shared 
with the Civic hatch and CR-V SUV. 
The petrol engine will be available 
with a CVT automatic gearbox, but 
both engines get a six-speed 
manual gearbox as standard. 


Always-on connectivity 

There will be three trim levels: 
Comfort, Sport and Executive. 

The highest two levels will get 
Honda’s Connect infotainment 
system which supports real-time 
traffic updates, music streaming 
and web browsing, all accessed 
through the built-in y.oin 
touchscreen. Comfort models 
will get a s.oin touchscreen. 

All versions get a high standard 
level of safety equipment, including 
autonomous emergency braking. 
Sport and Executive models get 
an Advanced Driver Assist System 
which includes forward collision 
detection, lane-departure warning 
and traffic- sign recognition. 

Pricing and precise equipment 
levels for the Honda HR-V have yet 
to be announced. 

The HR-V is due on forecourts 
in summer 2015.

Mercedes-AMG C63 S 

First drive The fastest version of the Mercedes C-Class arrives to tackle the BMW M3 and Audi RS4 
Verdict Split personality that’s an executive saloon one moment, a sports car the next 



Fortunately you don’t need to race it to enjoy C63’s talents Max speed is limited to 155mph or an optional 180mph 


THE C63 IS Mercedes-Benz’s answer 
to the BMW M3 and Audi RS4. It’s 
a range-topping car that’s meant 
to blend the refinement and 
practicality of a regular Mercedes 
C-CIass with the performance and 
entertainment of a sports car. 

That’s a tough gig but Mercedes’ 
wholly owned subsidiary, AMG, has 
already proved itself well capable of 
meeting such disparate demands. 

The company has equipped 
the C63 with a 4.0-litre, twin- 
turbocharged V8 petrol engine that 
is more or less the same unit it uses 
in its GT sports car. In the £60,000 
‘base’ C63 it makes 469bhp. In the 
£66,545 S model that we’re testing 
here, it makes 503bhp - a lot more 
power than any rival of its size. 

Lots of fun, whatever the speed 

Differences between the standard 
C63 and the S are otherwise small. 
The S gets larger brakes and 
electronic control of the standard 
limited-slip rear differential. This 
vital component prevents an inside 


wheel spinning in corners, 
improving traction and making 
the car’s handling more predictable. 

In either form, though, the C63 
is fast. The S is capable of o-62mph 
in 4.osec and will go on to an 
electronically limited I55mph. Tick 
a couple of options and this can be 
raised to a still-limited iSomph. 

Fortunately, you don’t have to go 
that fast to enjoy yourself since the

C63 is engaging at any speed. First, 
there’s the noise. AMG’s bosses 
say that a V8 engine was top of its 
customers’ wish list because of the 
throaty sound it makes. For this 
reason, it resisted the temptation 
to put, say, a V6 engine under the 
bonnet instead. 

It was definitely worth persisting 
with more cylinders. The new 
engine makes a terrific noise at any 


revs and can be made louder still 
by pushing the right-hand button 
on the transmission tunnel. 

Other buttons also make quite 
a difference to the mood the car’s 
in. The suspension can be changed 
from ‘mildly firm’ to ‘really 
uncomfortable unless you’re on 
a circuit’, while you can also alter 
the response of the engine and 
gearbox, the weight of the steering 
and how much - or little - the 
stability control intervenes. 

Brilliant everyday car 

In any suspension setting, the C63 
has fine body control. At its softest 
it’s a car you could quite happily 
cruise in from meeting to meeting, 
enjoying the occasional hint of its 
potency from the acceleration and 
noise. The steering is also pleasingly 
weighted and geared. 

However, with all the systems 
turned to their angriest mode, the 
Mercedes C63 becomes far more 
engaging and rewarding. Like most 
sports cars, it becomes antisocial 
and then illegal long before you 
approach its limits, which is why 
it’s a good thing it’s enjoyable at 
sensible speeds, too. 

In the right conditions, though, 
it stands up well to hard use on a 
circuit, with brakes that resist fade 
well and a rear- wheel-drive 
handling balance that’s a real 
joy to explore. 

Officially, the C63 S will return 
34.5mpg, making it a lot more 
efficient than its thirsty 6.2-litre 
predecessor. However, according 
to the trip computer on our test 
drive, spirited driving will easily 
cut that in half. On the other hand, 
we suspect you’ll be having far too 
much fun to notice.

State that if they don’t reply in 
a satisfactory manner within a set 
amount of time that you will seek 
legal advice. They have had plenty 
of time and opportunity to fix the 
problem. If you don’t get 
a reasonable response, it’s time to 
approach Trading Standards and 
the Citizen’s Advice Bureau.

I’ve just purchased a new Hyundai 
no 1.2 SE automatic, which was 
registered three days before I bought 
it.

Under the Sale of 
Goods Act, within the first six 
months after the sale of a new car, 
the onus is on the manufacturer to 
prove that there wasn’t a problem 
with the car at the time of sale. Audi 
needs to come up with a solution.

System has an airbag that lifts the 
bonnet to reduce injury to 
pedestrians. It is only meant to be 
operational between 12mph and 
28mph. As there was no impact, 
the system should not have 
deployed. If Jaguar is insisting that 
there was an impact, you should 
pay to have an independent 
inspection done which will 
hopefully shed some light on the 
situation. It is also worth shopping 
around for repair quotes because 
a bill of £5000 is excessive.

this problem. Ask the dealership 
if they would come out for a test 
drive with you in your car so that 
you can show them the fault out on 
the road. From what you say we 
would focus their attention on 
the clutch. If they can’t detect a 
problem, it could be worth booking 
your car in at another dealer to see 
if they find anything. You might 
also consider getting an 
independent inspection of your 
car. Finally, we’d ask VW’s 
customer services department 
how they’re going to resolve the 
issue, considering the Polo is still 
under warranty.

New car jitters

Range anxiety 

Last September I bought a Mitsubishi 
Outlander PHEV. The adverts claim 
a range of 32 miles on battery power 
but in the recent cold weather I 
haven’t been able to get anywhere 
near that. In fact, I can’t go farther 
than 18 miles. Is this normal? 

Paul Tunaley 

What Car? says 

This is completely normal. We have 
experienced exactly the same 
thing in our long-term Mitsubishi 
Outlander PHEV. Where we could 
once cover 31 miles on battery 
power before the engine kicked in, 
we have only been able to do about 
half that in bad weather. 

The problem is down to the 
battery rather than the car. In cold 
weather, the chemical reactions 
that take place in the battery occur 
much more slowly, which means 
that it is worse at discharging and 
recuperating energy. Add to this 
the fact that most drivers use the 
heating and heated seats to stay 
warm in the cabin, and the range 
will be significantly reduced. 

If possible, charge the car in 
a garage overnight and use the 
preheating function to get the 
cabin to a reasonable temperature. 
Then turn the heating down as 
much as possible while driving and 
the range should increase.

On paper, the Kia has the most 
outright power, but the Fiat has 
more torque and this shows in its 
real-world performance - if it’s 
sheer overtaking ability you’re 
after, the 500X is the car for you. 
The Fiat is also quickest accelerating 
from low revs in the high gears. 

Still, that’s not to say the Kia is 
slow. With six-speed manual 


gearboxes fitted to both it and the 
Fiat, along with thoughtfully spaced 
ratios, both cars feel usefully nippy 
and easy to drive around town. 
Meanwhile, their engine revs are 
low enough at yomph to make for 
relaxed motorway cruising. 

The Citroen and Skoda have 
five-speed ’boxes, so sometimes 
you feel caught between ratios, 
where neither first or second gear 
feels quite right. That’s frustrating 
around town and, in the Yeti, is 
compounded by the engine’s 
shortage of muscle at low revs; it’s 
easy to stall when pulling away.

Ultimately, the Skoda is also the 
slowest to accelerate up to speed, 
although you need to work the 
Citroen’s engine quite hard if you 
want to get an3nvhere in a hurry. 
Thankfully, this isn’t too much of 
a hardship because the engines in 
all four cars have a smooth and 
progressive power delivery. 

It’ll take you a while to get used to 
the Fiat and Citroen’s sharp initial 
brake response, though, and the 
Fiat took by far the longest to brake 
from yomph in our tests. It was the 
only one of the four on winter tyres, 
which probably didn’t help.

The Skoda is easily the most fun to 
drive. Precise, heavily weighted 
steering delivers good feedback, 
body roll is kept in check and there’s 
plenty of front-end grip for decisive 
direction changes. The only 
downside to that heavy steering is 
when parking or manoeuvring. 

If it weren’t for the Kia’s less 
consistent steering - which feels too 
light and vague at times, yet overly 
keen to self-centre at others - the 
Soul would be virtually on a par 
with the Yeti for handling. It also 
controls its body movements well 
through corners, despite that 
high-sided body, and grips keenly. 

Both the Fiat and the Citroen 
have much softer suspension. Body 
lean is more pronounced as a result 
- particularly in the 500X - and 
both cars run out of grip and start 
to wash wide through corners 
earlier than the Yeti or Soul. The 
winter tyres fitted to our 500X 
didn’t help here because of the 
unseasonably warm weather our 
tests were conducted in. 

The Fiat is also let down by its 
steering, which provides slightly 
less feedback and precision than 
the Citroen’s. It doesn’t offer much 
reward out on the open road, either, 
but it is adequate at steady speeds. 
The Fiat’s light steering - which can 
be made even lighter by pressing 
a button on the dashboard - makes 
parking a boon, although its 
turning circle is the largest here. 

None of these small SUVs rides 
with quite the same sophistication 
as the best hatchbacks, but the Fiat 
is the most comfortable. At low 
speeds it smooths out big bumps 
and eroded surfaces. The flipside is 
that the Fiat’s body bounces a fair 
bit on undulating roads, and the 
ride isn’t as settled as you might 
hope on the motorway. 

The Citroen is settled on the 
motorway and smoother urban 
roads but crashes over mid-corner 
bumps and potholes. Like the Fiat, it 
also suffers poor body control over 
dips and crests. The Kia’s firmer 
suspension makes for a choppier 
ride in town, although things do 
settle down a bit on the motorway. 

It’s the Yeti that strikes the best 
balance between being responsive 
yet easy-going. Sure, you’re aware 
of things such as expansion joints 
and manhole covers but the car’s 
damping is good enough to take the 
sting out of most bumps, and it has 
excellent body control.

All of these cars have a ratchet lever 
that you pull or push to raise or 
lower the driver’s seat. However, 
while you can set the seatback to 
any angle you want in the Citroen 
and Skoda by twisting a knurled 
knob, the Kia and Fiat’s seats adjust 
in small steps, meaning some 
drivers will never find the ideal 
driving position. Meanwhile, the 


Cactus has even bigger problems 
because its steering wheel adjusts 
only for height (not reach), so you 
may find yourself sitting too close 
to, or too far away from, the pedals. 

The Citroen’s broad, squishy seats 
are very inviting, and comfortable 
on short journeys. However, the 
spongy material isn’t great for 
posture, which becomes a problem 
on longer trips. Worse still, you 
don’t get (and can’t add) adjustable 
lumbar support. 

You can’t have this important 
feature on the Kia or the Skoda, 
either, although both have slightly

more supportive seats. The Fiat’s are 
the most comfortable, and it’s the 
only car available with lumbar 
support as part of a £250 pack that 
also brings a front centre armrest 
and a height-adjustable boot floor. 

The Soul and Yeti have the most 
intuitively laid-out dashboards 
with clear controls, although the 
Fiat’s is almost as easy to get the 
hang of, despite its more eye- 
catching design. The Citroen is far 
less impressive. The only way to 
adjust the air-con is by using the 
unresponsive touch-screen, which 
often means changing menus.

The Citroen, Fiat and Kia all have 
a touchscreen mounted in the 
centre of their dashboards, 
through which you control all 
of the infotainment functions. 

The Kia’s system is easily the 
most impressive, though. Not 
only does it have the biggest 
screen (a whopping S.oin) but it’s 
also the quickest to respond to 
screen presses, and has the most 
intuitive menu system. What’s 
more, you get just about every 
feature you could hope for, 
including sat-nav and DAB radio. 

Next best is the Fiat’s system, 
called Uconnect. Like the Kia’s, it’s 
logical and quick to respond so 
there are rarely frustrating delays 
between you pressing the screen 
and the system doing what you’ve 
asked. The screen is a dinky s.oin, 
though, and that makes it harder 
to read. What’s more, you have to 
pay £100 for a DAB radio and an 
eye- watering £1000 for sat-nav 
(which also brings a larger, B.sin 
screen). Fiat has promised a 
cheaper nav option before the 
end of the year. 

It we were judging equipment 
alone, the Citroen would score the 
highest rating. It gets everything

that’s standard on the Kia plus 
a 16GB hard drive to store your 
music on. However, infotainment 
systems need to be easy to operate 
and the Citroen’s simply isn’t. It’s 
far too slow to react to commands, 
and you have to drag you finger 
across the screen to perform 
certain functions. The menu 
system isn’t logical, either. 

That leaves the Skoda. We have 
no complaints about ease of use, 
but that’s because the system has 
so few features. The tiny screen 
simply displays what radio station 
you’re listening to. You get 
Bluetooth but even having a USB 
socket requires you to fork out an 
extra £185. A sat-nav and a DAB 
radio are available only on more 
expensive versions of the Yeti.

The Fiat’s interior is full of flair but 
what you might not be expecting is 
such a sense of quality. The 500X 
has a far classier interior than any 
of Fiat’s other models, with plenty 
of soft-touch materials, and a good 
fit and finish throughout. 

If anything, the Soul has an even 
better quality cabin with equally 
solid switchgear yet even plusher 


materials. However, the overall 
design is very conservative and a 
world away from the car’s playful 
exterior looks. 

You’d be hard-pushed to describe 
the Citroen’s cabin as classy or 
premium, but it’s welcoming 
nonetheless. The dashboard 
materials have been textured in a 
way that makes them look anything 
but cheap, even though they aren’t 
especially dense or plush. 

Meanwhile, the Yeti’s interior has 
barely changed since the model’s 
launch in 2009. So, while it’s not 
cutting edge to look at, you can’t

fault it for quality. The dashboard is 
dense and soft to the touch, and 
controls have a weighty feel. 

There’s more good news when it 
comes to the Skoda’s dependability 
because the Yeti was the second 
most reliable small SUV (after the 
VW Tiguan) in the 2014 JD Power 
ownership satisfaction survey. 

The other three cars were too 
new to feature, but Kia was the fifth 
most reliable manufacturer (out of 
26). Citroen and Fiat finished 18th 
and 19th respectively; we only 
hope these latest models prove 
more dependable.

The Citroen is the best equipped 
of the four. It’s the only one to get 
rear privacy glass and automatic 
wipers as standard, and is one of 
only two cars (along with the Fiat) 
to get rear parking sensors. The 
Cactus, like the Soul, also has a 
reversing camera to make backing 
into spaces that bit easier. You 
don’t get, and can’t add, parking 
aids to this entry-level Yeti. 

Despite being the second most 
expensive car, the Skoda is the 
most poorly equipped in other 
respects, too. It has the smallest 
alloy wheels and is the only one 
without cruise and climate 
controls. There’s little between the 
four cars when it comes to paint 
options, though - all are available 
in only one standard colour. 

Other colours cost extra. 

If you want leather trim or a 
panoramic roof, your only choice 
is the Citroen or the Fiat - only 
these two offer them as options. 

While the Cactus impresses 
most on the kit front, it’s worth 
noting that it has only pop-out 
rear windows. These don’t open 
very far, which isn’t ideal for those 
sitting in the back on a hot day.

Both the Soul and the Cactus 
achieved four stars in their 
respective Euro NCAP crash tests. 
The 500X has yet to be tested, 
while the Yeti was last reviewed in 
2009 and attained the maximum 
five-star rating - albeit under an 
older, less stringent set of criteria. 

However, a more detailed look 
at the Euro NCAP results shows 
that the Soul is the safest option 
for children, although both the 
Yeti and the Cactus do a better job 
of protecting adults. 

All four cars have tyre pressure- 
monitoring systems, although it’s 
disappointing that Fiat and Skoda 
both charge extra for a third rear 
head restraint to make it possible 
to carry five people safely. 

If security is a key concern, 
it’s the Yeti that will suit you best. 
Out of a maximum of five stars, 
security experts Thatcham 
awarded it five for its resistance 
to theft and four for guarding 
against break-ins. Meanwhile, the 
Kia and Citroen both achieved 
four and three stars in the same 
categories, while the Fiat scored 
four and two - the latter because 
it has no alarm.

If you’re after a quiet life the 500X 
has plenty of appeal; it recorded the 
lowest decibel readings at both 
3omph and yomph in our noise 
tests. That muted manner is partly 
down to the small amount of road 
and wind noise that finds its way 
into the cabin, but is also thanks to 
the hushed Multijet engine. Fiat 
deserves a lot of credit for this 
because its diesels haven’t always 
been especially refined. We only 
hope forthcoming right-hand-drive 
models are as quiet as our early 
left-hand-drive test car. 

The Kia’s engine impresses, too. 
It’s virtually as hushed as the Fiat’s 
at low revs and at a steady cruise, 
even though it does emit more of 
a lorry-like clatter when you work 
it hard. Meanwhile, the Citroen’s 
engine is that bit louder and 
boomier no matter how you treat 
it, although it’s still preferable to 
the Yeti’s, which is decidedly gruff 
and transmits an irritating buzz 
through the pedals. 

That isn’t what grates the most 
when driving the Skoda, though; 
instead it’s the incessant ‘boom, 
boom, boom’ from the suspension 
on any road that isn’t billiard-table 
smooth. The Yeti also lets the most 
road noise into its cabin, while the 
Cactus and Soul are worst for wind 
noise at motorway speeds; you 
hear a continual whistle from 
around the front pillars, even on 
relatively calm days. 

The Kia has the slickest gearshift 
of the bunch, although the Yeti’s 
isn’t far behind and the Skoda has 
the most positive-feeling clutch 
pedal. Meanwhile, the sooX’s 
gearshift is rather numb and 
vague, although it’s still preferable 
to the Citroen’s horribly long and 
mushy throw.

Unless you’re seriously tall you 
won’t have issues with the amount 
of space in the front of any of these 
cars. However, tall adults will be 
most comfortable in the back of 
the Kia because it has far more 
knee room than the others and 
considerably more head room. 

It’s also the only car here without 
a raised tunnel running along the 
centre of the floor, so is easily the 
best choice for carrying five. 

The Citroen is the only one you’re 
likely to feel cramped in the back of 
because, as well as offering the 
smallest amount of leg room, the 
Cactus also has the least head room 
- a problem made worse if you 
add the seemingly good- value 
panoramic glass roof (£425). 

The Yeti is the only one of the 
four with any clever seating tricks; 
all three of its rear chairs slide and 
recline independently. You can 
even remove them from the car 
for a van-like load area. 

The Skoda has the biggest boot, 
too. It’s the largest for outright 
capacity and is easily the tallest 
when you remove the parcel shelf. 
The Citroen’s load bay is even 
longer but shallower, while the 
Kia has the widest but shortest 
boot. Meanwhile, the Fiat has the 
smallest boot, but not by much. 

All four cars have rear seats that 
can be folded for extra-long items. 
However, the Citroen’s folds in one 
long piece and lies at a pronounced 
angle, whereas the seats in the 
others lie virtually flat. 

None of these small SUVs has 
a height-adjustable boot floor, so 
there’s a big lip at their entrances. 
However, Skoda will fit one for 
£200, while Fiat charges £250 - a 
price that includes a front armrest 
and adjustable lumbar support.

t's a common complaint that led to the 
creation of the What Car? True MPG 
tool. Instead of testing cars in labs, the 
True MPG team tests them on the road in 
real-world conditions to give a better idea 
of fuel economy. WeVe picked the True MPG 
heroes: cars with decent fuel economy that 
don't stray too far from official figures. 

HONDA CIVIC 

The Honda Civic 1 .6 i-DTEC. It's got a 1 .6-litre 
diesel engine and is the most economical 
family hatchback that the True MPG team 
has ever tested, returning 67.2mpg out on 
the road. That's some way off the official 
78.5mpg but is impressive nonetheless 
- and considering a lot of family hatches 
achieve a True MPG 20+mpg lower than 
the official figures, it's a great showing from 
Honda. Also, if you need more space, there's 
an estate version powered by the same 
engine that returns a True MPG of 61 .8. 


MAZDA CX-5 

If you and your family need something a 
bit bigger or need the extra go-anywhere 
capability of four-wheel drive, it's worth 
considering our second True MPG hero: 
the Mazda CX-5. When driven by the 2.2-litre 
Skyactiv-D 175 diesel engine, it sends power 
to all four wheels but won't cost a fortune 
in fuel. It's got an official figure of 53.0m pg 
and in the real-world True MPG tests it 
came remarkably close to that returning 
a True MPG of 46.3mpg overall. Not bad 
for such a practical and spacious car 
that can also handle some off-roading. 

VOLKSWAGEN POLO 

Don't worry. True MPG heroes aren't all 
diesel; there are some great petrol cars out 
there too. The Volkswagen Polo 1 .2 TSI 90 
5dr model has a 1 .2-litre engine and an 
eye-catching official figure of 60.1 mpg. (It's 
not so long ago that figures like that were 


diesel only.) The Polo doesn't quite live up 
to that, but it did manage a very respectable 
47.4mpg in True MPG testing. 

LEXUS IS 

A True MPG hero that makes a compelling 
company car option: the Lexus IS300h. 

It's a compact executive saloon powered 
by a petrol engine and an electric motor, 
meaning that this hybrid model has 
low CO 2 emissions - making it cheaper 
to run for business users. On top of that, 
it also achieved a True MPG of 59.6mpg 
- incredibly close to its official figure of 
64.2mpg, which is what we like to see.

It’s the popular and durable Yeti 
that will cost you the least in 
depreciation. So, while it isn’t the 
cheapest of the four to buy (the 
Soul will cost £1235 less initially), 
it will actually cost you the least to 
own by some £1800, assuming you 
sell after three years. 

Not many people buy their cars 
outright these days, though, so it’s 


the differences in monthly PCP 
finance costs that will be more 
important to most buyers. Again, 
the Yeti works out cheapest, 
though, because if you put down 
a deposit of £5000 it will set you 
back £177 a month, compared 
with £187 for the Soul, £203 for 
the 500X and a hefty £217 for the 
Cactus. These are all three-year 
deals with annual mileage limits 
of 12,000 and final ‘balloon’ 
payments ranging from £5600 
for the Kia to £8000 for the Yeti - 
although most PCP buyers simply 
upgrade at this point.

Company car drivers will want to 
steer well clear of the Soul because 
its high CO2 emissions translate to 
pricey benefit-in-kind tax bills. 
Meanwhile, the Citroen is by far the 
cheapest company option; as a 40% 
rate taxpayer you’ll have to sacrifice 
£24 less of your salary each month 
than for the Fiat, and £32 less than if 
you choose the Skoda. 

There’s less to split the four when 
it comes to contract hire. The Cactus 
will cost you the least each month 
at £217, but you can have the Fiat 
for an extra fiver. Even the most 
expensive (the Yeti) costs £240.

The Kia comes out on top. It's 
incredible value for money when 
you consider how generously 
equipped it is, plus it's decent to 
drive and easily the most spacious 
for anyone sitting in the back. Yes, 
it's the least frugal car here - both 
officially and in the real-world - but 
the fact it's so well priced to start 
with more than makes amends. 

Runner-up spot goes to the Fiat. 
It's undoubtedly the best car the 
company has launched in the past 
five years and has very few serious 
flaws. It's nippy, refined and

relatively comfortable, and practical 
enough for most small families' 
needs. In fact, only a high price and 
a shortage of standard equipment 
really count against it. 

You might be surprised to see the 
popular Yeti languishing in third 
place - especially since it's the most 
practical of the four and even 
cheaper than the Kia to own 
privately. However, while petrol 
Yetis make plenty of sense, this 
diesel model is hampered by 
leggy gearing and a gruff, inflexible 
engine. At this price you can only 


have entry-level S trim, too, which 
means you get little standard kit. 

Company car drivers may be 
tempted by the Citroen's low CO2 
emissions. Private buyers should 
steer clear of this range-topping 
diesel model, though. It's well 
equipped but its flaws can't be 
overlooked at this price. 

Before you rush out and buy 
any of these cars, though, it's worth 
considering that, if you're prepared 
to forgo SUV styling, there are 
better options at this price in the 
form of conventional hatchbacks.

FAST DIESEL ESTATES face a tricky 
balancing act. They have to be fun, 
but they canT be so hardcore they 
fail to meet the demands of those 
who need an everyday family car 
with a big boot. 

At first glance, the new Eord 
Eocus Estate ST would appear to 
have fun at the top of its priorities. 
That ST badge has historically 
been associated with hardcore hot 
hatches, and here it’s combined 
with aggressive styling. For all 
that, the i82bhp 2.o-litre diesel 
engine should also keep a lid on 
running costs. 

The Seat Leon ST and Peugeot 
308 SW both look less overtly 
sporty, yet have similar power 
and on-paper pace. 

The only glaring difference 
between the three is cost, because 
the Peugeot is vastly more 
^ expensive than the others. That 
^ can at least be partly explained by 
t the fact it has a standard six-speed 
I automatic gearbox, whereas the 
I Ford and Seat get six-speed 
I manuals as standard. ►

What are they like to drive? 

If fun is your first priority then 
look to the Ford. Its quick and 
well-judged steering offers a 
rewarding level of feedback, there’s 
barely any body lean through bends 
and there’s a general playfulness to 
the handling. Swing the ST briskly 
into a corner and you’ll enjoy a 
sharp turn-in and keen front-end 
bite, making the Ford feel 
remarkably poised for an estate. 

It isn’t without issues, though, 
chief of which is a shortage of 
traction. Even relatively gentle 
acceleration can have the front 
wheels scrabbling for traction out 
of a corner, with the steering wheel 
writhing in your hands - a habit 
which is exacerbated by an engine 
that delivers its hefty surge of 
pulling power in one big dollop 
when the turbo kicks in. 

By contrast, the iSibhp Seat feels 
more composed, if less exciting. It 
has steering that’s slower but more 
consistently weighted, a more 
progressive power delivery and 
better traction; it’s easier, if less fun, 
to go quickly in the Leon. 

The Peugeot’s small steering 
wheel lends a sense of dartiness 
to the handling, and it’s precise 
enough to feel satisfyingly fluid 
on the right road. However, the 
steering can get disconcertingly 
light mid-corner, and the 308 also 
has looser body control than the 
other two. 

The standard six-speed 
automatic gearbox dominates 
the Peugeot’s performance; it does 
an adequate job when you’re just 
going from here to there because 
the lazy, but smooth, shifts keep 
the lySbhp engine in its muscular 
mid-range. The problem comes 
when you want to have fun; the 
gearchanges are still slow even if 
you use the paddles. 

Sadly, the Peugeot’s ride could 
also be better. There’s lots of patter 
around town, and mid-corner 
bumps are often jarring; the 
response is sometimes so bad 
that the whole car skips sideways. 

The Ford is far more composed 
over mid-corner intrusions, 
although the firm set-up has the 
body bobbing about most of the 
time on the motorway. 

It’s easiest to relax in the Seat, 
because it has the most forgiving 
ride on all roads. 

The Peugeot is the most refined; 
road and engine noise are kept 
firmly in the background, although 
our test car’s £500 glass roof elicited 
a lot of wind noise. Both the Seat 
and Ford suffer plenty of road noise 
at faster speeds, although the Leon’s 
gruffer engine note makes it 
fractionally the noisiest here.

Peugeot charges £80 for a CD 
player, but the 308 does get 
sat-nav and - as with all these 
cars - DAB, Bluetooth hands- 
free and audio streaming, plus 
a USB socket. It’s a shame the 
screen and touch-sensitive 
shortcut buttons can be slow 
to respond, and some scrolling 
menus require precise swiping 
that’s tricky to do accurately 
on the move.

The S.Oin screen isn’t as big 
as the Peugeot’s, but it does 
respond faster, and physical 
shortcut buttons make it easier 
to hop between functions. 
Assuming you’ve got the 
Technology Pack that’s usually 
thrown in free of charge, you 
get all the kit you could want - 
including sat-nav. An upgraded 
audio system with subwoofer 
is an extra £355. 



What are they like inside? 

All of these cars have heavily 
bolstered sports seats, which are 
comfortable enough even on 
long trips. The Ford has the most 
figure-hugging seats, which offer 
lots of support around the 
shoulders as well as the sides, 
but the ST makes do without the 
adjustable lumbar support that’s 
standard on the other two. 

The Peugeot has the least front 
headroom, and its brake pedal is 
offset slightly to the left, which 
some drivers will find a touch 
irritating. So, overall, it’s the Seat 
that has the best driving position, 
thanks to its broad range of seat 
and steering wheel adjustment, 
good pedal placement and the best 
all-round visibility. 

The Leon has the most 
straightforward dashboard, too, 
with a simple colour touchscreen 
and rotary controls for the climate 
control system. Meanwhile, the 
Ford gets straightforward air-con 
buttons, but neither the standard 
4.2in screen nor the optional S.Oin 
touchscreen on our test car are 
particularly intuitive to use. 

At least the Ford has physical 
controls for its climate controls 
system, whereas the only way to 
tweak the cabin temperature on the 
Peugeot is by using its giant S.oin 
colour touchscreen. It’s a faff 
because the screen is often slow to 
respond to presses, and you have to 
first switch to a specific menu - 
which is a pain if you’re listening to 
the radio or using the sat-nav. 

All three cars have hard, raised 
cushions on the middle rear seat 
that’ll make life uncomfortable 
for whoever draws the short straw 
whenever you need to travel 
five-up. The Seat offers the most 
rear passenger space, while the 
Peugeot is very tight for headroom 
(no thanks to that optional 
panoramic roof) and also has the 
least legroom. Meanwhile, the 
Ford’s chunky front seats also cut 
into rear legroom a bit, but 
six-footers will be comfortable. 

The 308 might not have much 
room for people, but it has plenty 
of space for stuff; its boot is the 
biggest here in almost every 
direction. It also comes complete 
with rear seats that can be folded 
by pulling levers on the sides of the 
boot (also a feature in the Leon), 
although it’s a shame the Peugeot 
misses out on the height-adjustable 
boot floor that the Seat gets. 

Meanwhile, the Ford’s boot is the 
shallowest and shortest, and it’s 
comparatively awkward to fold the 
rear seats because the latches are 
next to the headrests, so can’t be 
reached from inside the boot.

What will they cost? 

There's no avoiding the bald figures 
here; the Peugeot looks cripplingly 
expensive because, even after 
discounts, cash buyers will need to 
spend £3000 more than it costs to 
buy the Seat and £2000 more than 
for the Ford. Factor in the 308 SW's 
rapid depreciation and over a 
typical three-year ownership period 
it’ll cost £5932 more than the Seat 
and £4745 more than the Focus. 

Those buying on finance will also 
find the Peugeot most expensive, 
at £371 per month, next to £285 for 
the Focus and £270 for the Seat. 

All those deals are based on a 
36-month PCP contract with a 
£5000 deposit and a 12,000-mile 
annual limit. 

Granted, Peugeot’s Just Add Fuel 
deal looks attractive; for £411 a 
month you also get free insurance, 
servicing and road tax. Plus, it’s the 
only car here with an auto gearbox, 
although you can add a dual-clutch 
auto to the Seat for an extra £1350. 

The Ford is manual only. 

The Peugeot is the priciest 
company car, too. Even though it’s 
a tax band lower than the others, 
its higher list price means that, over 
three years, it’ll cost 40% taxpayers 
an extra £406 in benefit-in-kind 
(BIK) tax over the Seat, and £170 
more than the Focus. Those looking 
to lease will find the Peugeot’s costs 
competitive with the Ford, although 
Seat is cheapest on this front, too. 

At least the Peugeot comes 
lavishly equipped. Everything 
from auto lights and wipers, LED 
headlights, adaptive cruise control, 
front and rear parking sensors, a 
reversing camera and keyless start 
is included. 

By comparison, most buyers 
considering the Eord will at least 
want to add sat-nav (£500) and rear 
parking sensors (£325). 

The Seat looks generously 
equipped, provided you include 
the Technology Pack. It’s officially 
a £1075 option that adds sat-nav, 
a DAB radio and LED headlights, 
but Seat has offered it free on most 
Leons since the car’s launch in 2013, 
and is set to continue to do so. 

The 308 and Leon have just one 
standard, no cost, colour: red in the 
case of the Seat and grey for the 
Peugeot. The Focus comes in red 
or dark grey.

THIS COMES DOWN to a question 
of priorities. You want the most fun 
you can have in a diesel estate? Go 
for the Ford. If a cavernous hoot is 
the priority, then the Peugeot could 
be for you. However, if, like most 
buyers, you want something that’s 
fun, roomy, comfortable for your 
family, and also relatively 
affordable, the Seat is the best. 

There’s real satisfaction to be 
had in threading the Leon down a 
winding road, while it’s also the best 
value on most fronts and the most 
relaxing for those in the back.

The Focus comes second. Its hot 
hatch handling gives it an edge 
over the Seat, but doesn’t quite 
make up for its overly firm ride, 
comparatively pokey boot, inferior 
rear legroom and higher price. So, 
while the Focus is well-suited to 
those willing to compromise on 
comfort, cost and practicality in 
favour of heartily entertaining back 
road shenanigans, it is something 
of a one-trick pony. 

Unfortunately, the Peugeot 
makes little sense. It’s very 
expensive to buy or finance, has

a relatively cramped rear cabin and 
is nowhere near as much fun as 
its two rivals. Yes, it’s really well 
equipped, has a smart interior and 
a huge boot, on top of which it’s 
quick enough and adequate to drive 
in most situations, but there’s little 
of the precision and composure of 
the Seat, and not a glimmer of the 
fun of the Focus. 

So, while cheaper 308 SWs make 
plenty of sense for those willing to 
compromise on rear space in return 
for a big and practical boot, this GT 
version is hard to recommend.

Is that about to change? 


SMART IS BEST known for its tiny 
two-seater, the Fortwo, which has 
been buzzing around cities and 
squeezing into unfeasibly tight 
parking spaces since 1998. A decade 
ago the company dabbled with 
a more conventional four-seater 
(the Forfour) but slow sales and 
high production costs sealed that 
car’s fate after just two years. 

Now a new version has been 
launched and this time it should be 
much cheaper for Smart to make 
because, underneath, it’s essentially 
a Renault Twingo. Smart has made a 
few subtle mechanical tweaks and 
fitted a posher interior, but the two 
cars have identical layouts with a 


small petrol motor sitting under 
the boot floor driving the rear 
wheels. They’re even built on the 
same production line. 

The new Forfour isn’t cheap, 
though, because even with the less 
powerful of two available engines 
it costs roughly the same as our 
favourite Volkswagen Up. So, which 
makes the most sense for those 
after a small and relatively 
upmarket runaround? 

What are they like to drive? 

The Smart’s unusual layout has 
several advantages, one of them 
being a ludicrously tight turning 
circle. The Forfour requires just 
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Smart Forfour vs Volkswagen Up 



8.7 metres between kerbs to do a 
full U-turn, which is pretty much 
on a par with a London taxi, and 
makes the 9.8m required by the Up 
seem decidedly cumbersome. 

However, if you’re hoping the 
fact that the Smart is rear- wheel 
drive hints at entertaining 
handling, you’ll be disappointed. 
Yes, its light steering makes it easy 
to park but it also means you get 
very little feedback at higher 
speeds. Also, because the steering is 
so slow, you need to do lots of arm 
twirling to negotiate tight bends. 

To compound matters, the 
Forfour starts to feel nervous once 
clear of the city limits, when there’s

plenty of body lean in corners and 
a shortage of front-end grip. 

In contrast, the Up is always 
a joy to drive no matter whether 
you’re pootling around town or 
schlepping up the Ai. In fact, plenty 
of £20,000 hatchbacks could learn 
a thing or two from the VW’s 
precise, positively weighted 
steering and composed handling. 

It also feels far more stable than the 
Smart at faster speeds and barely 
reacts to crosswinds that would 
have its rival twitching nervously. 

The Up has the more comfortable 
ride, too. You’re jostled around far 
less over typical patched-up city 
streets than in the Smart, and it 
bounces less over dips and crests. 
The downside is that the VW’s 
suspension is less forgiving over 
potholes and intrusions, but that’s 
a small price to pay. 

You’re unlikely to be too 
impressed by the acceleration in 
either car, but the three-cylinder 
Up hauls itself to somph willingly 
enough. Even motorway journeys 
won’t leave you too frustrated. 

The Smart is considerably slower, 
to the point that even gentle 
inclines can be a challenge. The 
Forfour’s engine is particularly 
weak below 2500rpm, so you need 
plenty of revs when pulling away 
to avoid stalling. If you regularly 
venture onto motorways or faster 
A- roads you’d be wise to find an 
extra £600 for the more powerful 
turbocharged version. 

The Up is certainly a more 
peaceful way to get where you’re 
going if you have to make a long 
journey. There’s marginally more 
road noise than in the Smart but 
less wind flutter and, because the 
VW doesn’t need to be worked as 
hard, less engine noise. 

What are they like inside? 

Getting into the Smart is a doddle 
because you almost step up into it, 
rather than ducking and lowering 
yourself towards the ground as 
you have to when getting aboard 
the Up. The Forfour’s relatively

high seating position also gives 
a great view of the road, although 
seeing out of the Up isn’t exactly 
tricky, either, thanks to the car’s 
hoxy shape and slim pillars. In fact, 
over-the-shoulder visibility is 
actually better in the VW, although 
the Smart helps its cause by having 
rear parking sensors as standard. 

You may struggle to get 
completely comfortable in either 
car because the steering wheel in 
both adjusts only for height and 
not reach but you can, at least, raise 
and lower the driver’s seat. The Up 
has the better-positioned pedals 
and more comfortable seats, and 
also the more logical dashboard. 
The Smart’s is less conventional in 
design but more interesting to look 
at as a result. However, tweaking 
the temperature involves sliding 
a hard-to-hold pointer left or right, 
which isn’t as easy as twisting a dial. 

The Smart certainly has the edge 
when it comes to infotainment, 
though. Premium Pack models 
come with the same y.oin colour 
touchscreen that features in the 
range-topping Renault Twingo, 
which means you get a simple 
and intuitive interface and lots of 
features. A DAB radio, Bluetooth 
and a USB socket are all included, 
and you even get a sat-nav with an 
Internet connection that provides 
up-to-date traffic information. 

In contrast, the Up’s 
infotainment system is beginning 
to look a bit yesteryear. It’s 
effectively a portable Garmin 
sat-nav that plugs in to the top 
of the dashboard to give you 
navigation, and also syncs with

the car’s DAB radio and Bluetooth 
systems. The display is just S.oin 
from corner to corner so, inevitably, 
the on-screen buttons are small and 
hard to hit. Unforgivably, there’s no 
USB socket either, so you’ll have to 
look at aftermarket options if you 
want to charge your phone. 

Space won’t be a priority to 
anyone considering either of these 
cars because, for the same or less 
cash, you could buy something 
considerably larger. That said, both 
will seat four average-size adults 
comfortably although the Up has 
more rear head room. Likewise, 
the VW’s longer and considerably 
deeper boot can carry more 
shopping or luggage. 

What will they cost? 

If you’re a cash buyer this isn’t an 
area that’s going to influence your 
decision very much. The Smart is 
around £300 more expensive to 
start with and £309 dearer after 
dealer discounts. There’s even less 
to separate the two when you factor 
in all the costs you’re likely to face 
during ownership. This is because, 
while the Smart will hold its value 
for slightly longer, the Up has better 
real-world fuel economy. 

There’s precious little between 
them when it comes to PCP finance 
costs, too. Put down £1000 up front 
and over the next 36 months you’ll 
pay £180 for the Forfour and £177 
for the Up. You’ll face a bigger final 
balloon payment if you choose the 
Smart but in reality, most finance 
buyers simply upgrade at the end 
of the agreement. 

Both models are well equipped 
by city car standards. In fact, even 
those drivers stepping out of much 
larger and more expensive cars 
won’t feel short-changed because 
alloys and air-conditioning, as well 
as the aforementioned sat-nav and 
Bluetooth, are standard on both. 

The Up adds heated seats and 
front foglights, which Smart 
charges extra for, but the Forfour 
replies with standard cruise control 
and rear parking sensors. Its air-con 
system is smarter, too, since it can 
maintain a set cabin temperature, 
rather than simply blowing hot or 
cold air into the cabin on demand. 
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Up’s boot is bigger than the Smart’s. The driving position is better, too, although 
some drivers may find the steering wheel blocks their view of the instruments

OUR VERDICT 


There are cheaper ways to get about. However, if you’re looking for 
a top-end city car with a decent amount of space and equipment, and 
an air of class, the Up is your best option. The Smart has a good image 
that will help it hold its value, but it fails to better the VW in enough 
key areas. What’s more, while the Up can take all roads in its stride, the 
Smart, in i.o-litre form at least, feels out of its depth away from the city.

THE AUDI As Cabriolet has enjoyed 
two straight years of success at the 
What Car? Awards, picking up the 
Convertible prize in 2014 and 2015 
thanks to its superb blend 
of quality, refinement and fine 
driving manners. 

However, those winning ways 
could be about to come to an 
end because arch-rival BMW has 
just launched its new 2 Series 
Convertible. It replaces the 1 Series 
equivalent and aims to offer more 
space, better refinement and a more 
comfortable ride. 

Our Award-winning Audi has 
a 1.4 petrol engine but here weTe 
testing both cars in big-selling 


2.0-litre diesel form. The BMW has 
more power than the Audi but costs 
more to buy and emits more CO2. 

Reduced practicality is a given 
over their hatchback counterparts, 
but no modern open-top can get 
away with being a one-trick pony 
suitable only for the summer 
months. The Audi A3 Cabriolet has 
proved iCs up to the task, so how 
does the BMW compare? 

What are they like to drive? 

The BMW’s 2.0-litre diesel engine is 
quite a bit more powerful than the 
Audi’s. It’s hardly surprising, then, 
that the 2 Series is a second quicker 
to 6omph from a standstill, and 
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generally pulls harder when 
accelerating from low revs in the 
higher gears. 

Even so, the Audi never feels 
short of puff and is more refined 
when you work its engine hard. 

The BMW’s engine is noisier as the 
revs rise and you can also feel lots of 
vibration through its gearlever. The 
gearshift itself also feels a little stiff 
and notchy. 

The 2 Series handles well, though. 
Its steering feels more naturally 
weighted than its rival’s and the 
front end is always more eager to 
turn in to corners. Being rear- wheel 
drive helps to make it feel more 
alive through bends.

The Audi impresses too, mind. 

In fact, its taut body control and a 
decent amount of grip and stability 
are commendable. However, its 
front wheels will run wide of your 
intended line sooner when you 
push hard in corners. 

Despite our A3 test car riding on 
lower and stiffer sport suspension, 
it was more composed than the 
2 Series over rutted roads. Our BMW 
test car was fitted with optional 
adaptive M Sport suspension (£750) 
but even in its Comfort setting it 
was sharper and less forgiving than 
the A3 over broken road surfaces. 

In truth, both cars aren’t as good 
at dealing with mid-corner bumps 
as their solid-roofed equivalents, 
but by soft-top standards they’re 
very impressive. 

The Audi is slightly faster to fold 
its roof away; it’s done and dusted 
in iS.osec and can do it while on the 
move, up to 3imph, compared with 
the BMW’s ig.osec below 3omph. 

Audi and BMW charge extra for 
a wind deflector (£290 and £260 
respectively) but with them in 
place, front-seat passengers are 
equally well sheltered from 
buffeting. However, since the 
deflectors sit in the rear cabin, you 
can only use them with people 
sitting up front; with four people 
on board things become a bit blowy. 

The BMW does the best job of 
keeping its cabin quiet at low 
speeds but increase the pace and its 
noisy engine lets it down. 

What are they like inside? 

Roof up, there isn’t much to 
separate these two for space up 
front. The BMW has slightly more 
head and leg room, while the Audi 
has the broader cabin, but six- 
footers will be comfortable in both. 

The difference in rear space 
between the cars is much greater, 
however. The Audi is the clear 
winner here with more head, leg 
and shoulder room, and the fact 
its rear seats are sculpted and less 
upright than the BMW’s makes 
them more comfortable to sit in.

You still won’t relish a long journey 
back there, though. 

The Audi also has the better boot. 
The official figures suggest the 
opposite (the BMW’s has 15 litres 
more with the roof up, and five 
litres extra with it down) but, really, 
this is a minute advantage and the 
Audi’s wider opening makes its load 
bay far more practical. 

Audi also includes 50:50 
split-folding rear seats as standard, 
whereas BMW offers them only as 
a £170 option. Otherwise, its rear 
seatbacks fold as one big piece, 
rather than splitting. Once down, 
the passageway through to the boot 
is widest and tallest in the A3, 
making it the best choice for those 
rare occasions when you need to 
carry long, bulky items. 

There’s plenty of seat and 
steering wheel adjustment in both 
cars, although the BMW’s offset 
pedals make it less comfortable on 
long journeys. 

Both the Audi and BMW suffer 
from poor rearward visibility 
because of their small rear screens 
and large rear pillars. Forward 
visibility is better in the Audi 
because it has thinner windscreen 
pillars, however. 

Both cars have a big colour screen 
- 5.8in in the Audi and 6.5in in the 
BMW - mounted in the centre of 
their dashboards. Each system is 
controlled using a rotary dial and 
a selection of shortcut buttons 
between the front seats; they’re 
both very user-friendly. BMW’s 
system (IDrive) just has the edge, 
though, because its menus are 
slightly easier to navigate.

Cabin quality is a close-run thing, 
too. Perceived quality in both is 
good but start to push and prod 
surfaces and you’ll find denser, 
softer-touch plastics in the Audi. 
The overall fit and finish is better in 
the A3, too, thanks to tighter-fitting 
interior panels. 

What will they cost? 

The BMW costs around £1000 
more to start with, and that gap 
grows to more than £2300 after 
dealer discounts have been factored 
in. There’s more good news for the 
A3 when it comes to long-term 
ownership costs because it’s 
predicted to depreciate more slowly 
than its rival, and is also slightly 
cheaper to insure and tax. As a 
private cash buyer, the A3 will work 
out to be around £2100 cheaper to 
own, assuming you buy now and 
sell after three years. 

Put down £5000 on a three-year 
PCP deal and Audi will contribute a 
further £750 to your deposit. It’ll 
then charge you £350 a month, 
whereas BMW won’t contribute to 
your deposit and asks £414 per 
month. Both deals are subject to 
hefty final balloon payments and 
limit you to 10,000 miles a year. 

Company car buyers will be 
better off with the Audi, too; its 
lower CO2 emissions place it two 
benefit-in-kind tax bands lower 
than the BMW. Over three years, as 
a 40% rate taxpayer, you’ll sacrifice 
almost £1000 less of your salary to 
run the A3. 

Both cars come with alloy wheels, 
climate control, automatic lights 
and wipers, a leather-trimmed 
multi-function steering wheel, 
a DAB radio, Bluetooth and a USB 
socket. However, only the BMW 
has rear parking sensors. 

Regarding safety, neither car has 
been tested by Euro NCAP, but the 
Audi has one more airbag than the 
BMW (seven versus six) and while 
automatic emergency braking is 
available on both, it’s £240 cheaper 
on the A3. Both cars have tyre 
pressure-monitoring systems. 

Security firm Thatcham scored 
both cars four out of a possible five 
stars for their resistance to being 
broken into and driven away. 
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Rear lights really impinge on the boot’s aperture, although it is slightly longer 
than the A3’s; black Dakota leather costs £1150 - part leather is £795 on the A3

OUR VERDICT 


The Audi just edges it. It’s more spacious, more comfortable and more 
refined, and the fact that it’s cheaper for private buyers and company 
car drivers also counts in its favour. The BMW is still worthy of four 
stars, though. It’s faster, better equipped and has a better infotainment 
system. It’s just a shame its engine isn’t smoother and quieter.

Turning the hatch into an estate was no mean feat for Honda. Was it a job well done?

SMALL ESTATES ARE an oft- 
forgotten area of the market. 

Their hatchback cousins grab the 
headlines, because they’re usually 
launched first, and then the more 
practical model turns up to a more 
muted fanfare a few months later. 

Honda’s Civic Tourer is a case in 
point. Fact is, you could argue that 
the wagon version of the Japanese 
brand’s family hatchback is actually 
more of a looker; it does away 
with the awkward rear windscreen 
treatment of the hatch and is, 
well, surprisingly sleek for 
a dedicated load-lugger. 

We were certainly pretty taken by 
the look of the Civic Tourer when it 


was launched, and our excitement 
remained undiminished when a 
smart Passion Red example turned 
up in our car park for a longer test. 

We went for top- spec EX Plus 
trim, which had plenty of kit as 
standard, including heated front 
seats, keyless entry and ignition, 
a rear- view camera, front and rear

parking sensors, dual-zone climate 
control and infotainment system 
with satellite navigation. 

Our car had Honda’s i. 6-litre 
diesel engine; it produces iiSbhp 
and 22ilb ft of torque - enough to 
take the Civic Tourer from o-62mph 
in lo.isec, while emitting just 
i03g/km of CO2. 

The downside of EX Plus is the 
price; our car needed no options 
but even without them it weighed 
in at £28,000, which is a lot of 
money indeed for a small 1.6 diesel 
estate. Even Skoda’s range-topping 
Octavia wagon weighs in at more 
than £5000 less than that in 1.6 
diesel form. 

The Honda needed to impress, 
then, and in some respects it did. 
The diesel engine has strong 
low-down pulling power, so the 
Civic Tourer didn’t really feel slow. 
The gearbox had a pleasing, crisp 
action, and the steering felt precise 


and nicely weighted. The ride 
wasn’t bad, either - even around the 
pock-marked urban roads where 
our car spent much of its life. 

The Civic Tourer does have 
a few tricks to help its practicality, 
too; the back seat bases can fold 
up, cinema-style, to allow you to 
sling long loads right across the 
rear cabin, and the boot itself is 
enormous - it can be made 
even bigger if you lower the 
otherwise-flat floor. 

Unfortunately, this Civic still has 
some of the flaws that were present 
on its predecessor. The engine’s a 
bit of a grumbler, and it never really 
quietened down. Nor, it must be 
said, did real-world economy ever 
come close to matching Honda’s 
official figure - although our final 
average of just under sompg 
probably wasn’t bad, given that the 
car spent a large amount of its life 
pottering around town. 
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Civic had a muititude of cubbies Average of 49.3mpg wasn’t great

The cabin split opinion, too. 
Honda has tried to make the fascia 
look like a mid-1980s computer 
game, but while some thought that 
it looked like a piece of retro kitsch, 
others felt it looked 20 years out of 
date already 

It was certainly tricky to use; 
there are too many buttons, and 
stuff you might actually need 
to operate regularly - such as the 
air-con system - is too easily 
blocked off by the gearlever. 

The infotainment system played 
its part in our frustration, too. If you 
own a modern smartphone you will 
have a brighter, higher-resolution 
screen at your fingertips - and it 
will almost certainly have a more 
comprehensive navigation system 
built in, controlled by a less clunky 
interface. It didn’t feel like it was 
worth the price premium. 

Those clever rear seats weren’t 
foolproof, either; the Civic’s main 
custodian, Alex Newby, had 
constant problems securing her 
children’s car seats with the Honda’s 
belts - to the point where she even 
took the car to Mothercare to 
double-check she wasn’t fitting 
them incorrectly. 

Still, the Civic Tourer did stand 
up to nearly 8000 miles of family 
abuse with no horrendous rattles 
or breakages - a sign that Honda’s 
reputation for solid build quality 
continues to be well justified. 

Our conclusion really has to be 
that this particular edition of the

Civic wagon is hard to recommend 
against aggressively priced rivals. 
The Honda isn’t as involving to 
drive as the Ford Focus Estate; 
nor is it as polished inside as the 
Volkswagen Golf Estate. Then 
there’s the Oct avia Estate, which 
trumps all of these cars on capacity. 

We can see how the Civic’s build 
quality and trick rear seats could 
appeal to buyers - but we’d 
definitely recommend you look 
further down the line-up and 
steer clear of the more expensive 
editions. At least that way you’ll 
be getting core qualities and the 
same decent real-world economy, 
but not paying extra for kit and 
toys that don’t really add much in 
everyday use.

CHARISMA IS NOT an easy thing to 
conjure in a small family hatchback. 
In fact, it's not an easy thing to 
define either, but 12 months behind 
the wheel of the Mazda 3 have 
convinced us that this is a car which 
can legitimately be classed as a car 
of character. 

Allow us to present the case. 

First up is the way the 3 looks. In 
a market dominated by derivative 
design, the 3 looks a treat. The only 
option we added was the Soul Red 
paint, at £660, because it shows the 
3 in its best light. 

The thing is, we're not a 
superficial lot, here at What Car? 

- a car has to do its job. The Mazda 


doesn't disappoint here either. 

Our car was a 2.0-Iitre petrol 
model, producing iiSbhp, which 
was easily enough to give it pretty 
spirited performance. 

A 2.0-Iitre petrol engine may 
look distinctly last century in a 
market awash with small-capacity 
turbocharged petrol units, but that

reflects the fact that Mazda has 
chosen to plough its own furrow 
with regard to leaner, greener cars. 

It has opted for highly optimised 
naturally aspirated petrol power, 
rather than turbos. It seems to work, 
because the 3 competed well in 
terms of economy (we averaged 
40.impg), even if it did feel a little 
short of mid-range urge. 

The ride on the standard i6in 
wheels was good, insulating the 
worst of the road surface 
imperfections from the cabin but 
communicating enough of what is 
going on to ensure an entertaining 
drive, when we were in the mood. 

There were a couple of on-road 
issues however, principal among 
which was the sheer road noise. The 
car had Toyo NanoEnergy R38 tyres, 
and on the sections of motorway we 
regularly patronise they generated 
quite a racket. We'd urge potential 
buyers to test drive the 3 over a fast 


stretch of A-road to see if it's 
something that would irritate you 
too much. 

The Mazda 3's cabin is pretty easy 
to get comfortable in. It's not the 
most interesting sea of black plastic 
you'll ever ensconce yourself in, 
but everything works, it's all easy 
to find your way around and some 
features border on excellent. 

Among these is the standard 
infotainment set-up, which is easily 
among the best in the class; it 
features a combination of y.oin 
touchscreen and rotary controller. 
Our version didn't have DAB radio, 
which was a little disappointing, 
but everything else impressed. The 
sat-nav was modern, flexible and 
intuitive, the management of 
Bluetooth devices was simple, as 
were the music menus. 

Nothing went wrong with the 3 
during its time with us, but we did 
have a few niggles. One involved the 
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Tyre rotation advisory was reset Minimai boot iip made loading easy

slightly lopsided specification. 

In SE Nav trim, there are a few 
things missing; as the name 
implies, there is navigation, as 
well as keyless ignition and voice 
control. All fine, hut everyone who 
borrowed the car bemoaned the 
lack of rear parking sensors, 
especially because thick rear pillars 
meant rear vision wasn’t that good. 
We’d often have to open the driver’s 
door when reversing to get a better 
view of whatever was behind. You 
can’t add sensors as an option, 
either - you have to upgrade to SE-L 
trim level, which is an extra £840. 
Yes, that also gets you cruise 
control, xenon lights and all 
manner of other stuff, but all we 
wanted was parking sensors. 

Equally, providing keyless 
ignition without keyless entry 
seemed to be the worst of both 
worlds. You needed to press the key 
to unlock the car, but once inside 
a dearth of cubbyholes meant there 
was nowhere to put it. 

We also had some trouble with 
persistent tyre warnings. An orange 
spanner warning light on the 
dashboard popped up to tell me 
that it wanted me to swap the tyres 
around. A quick dig through the 
owner’s manual showed that the 
warning can be turned off by 
cycling through the on-board 
computer’s various menus. 

The tyre rotation light vanished 
only to be replaced by a ‘check tyre 
pressure’ warning light. After 



Road noise aside, the Mazda 3*s cabin was a pleasant place to be, although cubbyhole space was at a premium 


checking them, 1 found the front 
tyres were fractionally low on 
pressure, so 1 gave them a top up 
and reset the system. 

So we’d conclude that the Mazda 
3 isn’t perfect, but does little wrong, 
either. It was a pretty effortless 
motoring companion for the year 
and for the majority of folks in 
market for a small family hatch, 
that ease of use matters. The big 
issue for the 3 is that a lot of buyers 
just won’t get as far as thinking 
about it because of the long shadow 
cast over this corner of the market 
by the VW Golf and Ford Focus. 

That’s a real shame, because the 
3 is a genuinely charismatic car 
that won’t disappoint anyone 
who gets behind the wheel.

AFTER RUNNING A Tull-faU Range 
Rover we want to discover the true 
purpose of the slightly shorter, 
lighter and perkier model - with 
five-plus-two seating (a £1500 
option), a generally livelier ride 
and marginally better handling. 
Does ‘sport’ really work with 
‘luxury’ in a big SUV? How would 
this Sport model compare with its 
stablemate? Would we ever use the 
third row of seats? There was plenty 
up for grabs. 

In specification, our long-term 
Range Rover Sport is about 
two-thirds of the way up the 
pecking order, priced at £66,250 
before options. It’s an HSE Dynamic 
model with the 3.0-litre SDV6 
engine which, despite its exalted 
292bhp output, is the entry-level 
unit. On paper, its iggg/km CO2 
output and claimed average fuel 
economy of sy.ympg are 
surprisingly decent, although they 
can’t keep the Sport V6 out of the 
35% Benefit-in- Kind (BIK) band. 

As well as the extra pair of 
seats, we also specified a sliding 
panoramic glass roof (£iyoo); 
a surround camera system (£yoo); 
adaptive xenon headlights (£150); 
heated front and rear seats (£500); 


and a surprisingly handy heated 
steering wheel (£150), so the total 
cost of our test car is £yo,9y5 all in. 

Our Sport comes with Range 
Rover’s familiar Terrain Response 
system that allows the driver to 
request particular configurations 
(examples are Dynamic, Mud & 
Ruts, or Grass-Gravel-Snow) that 
adjust steering effort, accelerator

response, gearbox behaviour 
and suspension height to suit 
particular circumstances. 

The Dynamic setting comes 
only with some models, and 
is intended to enhance the 
Sport’s already impressive 
on-road credentials. It sharpens 
the throttle response, holds on to 
the gears for longer before

changing up and firms up the 
steering and suspension. It’ll be 
interesting to see how often we 
choose to drive it in this mode. 

There was another thing I was 
wondering about: the eye-catching 
Firenze Red that we chose for our 
Sport. I don’t think I’ve ever had 
a car so red, and as a matter of 
principle I don’t like them. 

Attracts more than its fair share 
of policemen, allegedly. We’ll have 
to wait and see. 

I also had some misgivings about 
an interior described as Ebony, 
because I’ve never been a lover of 
the ‘coal mine’ cabins espoused by 
many buyers of German models. 
Ours turned out to be ‘Ebony with 
Cirrus’, meaning it has a belt of 
creamy leather running around its 
interior, which is a superb solution. 
You get the formality of dark 
leather without the disappearing 
detail of a pure black treatment. 

First impressions on the 120-mile 
trip home? Quietness. There’s very 
little road noise, even on the 21-inch 
Delta Wing alloy wheels. It was also 
instantly noticeable how Land 
Rover has decided to equip its Sport 
models will small steering wheels 
and high-geared steering (the Land 
Rover Discovery Sport has the 
same). The suspension is firmer 
than that of any full-size Range 
Rover, too. Will we like the Sport as 
much as its bigger brother? We’ve 
got a year to find out.

TALK ABOUT A car being made for 
a journey. I had to drive from Surrey 
to my sister’s house in Somerset to 
drop off luggage, then head to 
Devon to stay with my girlfriend’s 
parents. Step up the A6 Avant. 

Its boot easily swallowed the 
numerous cases and bags I needed, 


so there was no Tetris-style packing 
required to get everything in. 
Climate control set and iPod 
connected, I hit the road. 

The traffic to Somerset was 
mercifully light, which meant 
the 145 miles passed by with ease. 
The A6 Avant ’s superb motorway 
manners helped - there was little 
engine or wind noise, and it felt 
solid at speed; the suspension 
simply dealt with ruts and bumps 
without allowing the car to be 
deflected offline. It sounds like 


a small point, but not having to 
make tiny adjustments to the 
steering every few seconds to keep 
the car in the middle of its lane 
means the miles really do slip away. 

Parking in my sister’s road did 
highlight one issue, however. The 
A6 Avant ’s door mirrors stick out 
a long way, which means I fold at 
least one of them in every time 
I stop in a narrow spot. I’m not that 
weedy, but this takes a fair shove, 
so I wish I’d gone for the optional 
(£235) electrically folding mirrors. 

Once the cases were unloaded, 
the A6 Avant and I hit the road 
again, where the supportive driver’s 
seat kept aches at bay, and the 
super-bright LED head- and 
tail-lights meant everyone could 
see the car in the low afternoon sun. 

I arrived in Devon mightily 
impressed with the A6 Avant. It 
shrugged off the motorway schleps 
with ease, leaving me to enjoy the 
journey. Of course, you’d expect 
an upmarket estate car to do this 
kind of thing, but the A6 Avant 
really is exceptional at making long 
trips feel like short ones.

I’VE RAVED ABOUT the i.2-litre 
turbocharged petrol engine in 
my 308 SW before; it’s refined, 
economical and has enough torque 
to deal with most situations. 

Colleague James Elliot heard me, 
and asked if he could borrow the 
308 SW for a forthcoming family 


trip to the south of Erance. 

However, I persuaded him that 
despite all the 1.2’s benefits, he’d 
be better off with a 1.6 BlueHDi 120 
version, which would be both 
stronger and easier on fuel. 

Despite James having two adults 
and two children, plus ‘around 10 
suitcases’ to transport to Toulouse, 
his experiences were entirely 
positive. It’s a long haul to the south 
west of Erance (1311 miles for the 
return trip), but with clear 
Autoroutes and good weather he 


averaged 68mph and 53.2mpg. 
That’s some way off the 88.3mpg 
the car is claimed to do, but the 
reasonably brisk average speed goes 
a significant way to explaining the 
real-world difference. 

Overall, James reckoned he’d 
enjoyed the experience more than 
taking the plane, despite the 
inevitable time penalty. ‘We were 
our own masters, stopping when 
and where we liked en route and 
carrying far more stuff to and from 
Erance than any airline would 
permit,’ he concluded. ‘Thanks 
to a pair of wonderfully relaxed 
Channel crossings and a fight and 
roomy estate of surprisingly high 
quality, and which was born to 
economically pile on the motorway 
miles, I honestly reckon the trip was 
less stressful and tiring than flying.’ 

The test proved beyond doubt 
that the 308 SW is a well conceived 
and well rounded car - and quite 
probably the best one Peugeot 
makes. It is supremely fit for 
purpose, majoring on good space, 
an airy cabin, comfortable seats 
and great economy.

WHAT’S THE DIFFERENCE 
BETWEEN RUNNING A CAR 
ON CONTRACT HIRE AND 
LEASING? 

Contract hire is actually a form of 
leasing - effectively it is an 
operating lease, leasing’ is a 
general, catch-all term that 
includes finance lease and lease 
purchase, as well as contract hire. 

FM SELF-EMPLOYED AND 
WANT A CAR FOR MOSTLY 
BUSINESS USE. 

Should I go for contract hire or 
investigate a PCP? 

Personal contract hire isn’t 
proving as popular as personal 
contract purchase (PCP) among 
private individuals and the self- 
employed. Monthly payments are 
often broadly similar, but at the 
end of the deal a PCP gives you 
the flexibility to own the car for an 
extra lump sum or, potentially, a 
bit of cash to put towards a 
deposit on another PCP deal. 

If you find you want or need to 
terminate the deal early, PCP 
usually offers an advantage, too. 
With contract hire, early 
termination typically carries a 
penalty of 50% of the outstanding 
rental. The penalties on a PCP are 
usually comparatively small. 

If you are VAT-registered, 
though, you can reclaim 50% of 
the VAT on the finance costs of 
contract hire and 100% of the 
VAT on a maintenance 
agreement. With a PCP, you can’t 
reclaim VAT. In some cases, this 
can make contract hire the better 
bet, but for most buyers, PCP 
offers the more attractive route. 

DOES IT MAKE SENSE TO 
TAKE OUT A ‘WITH 
MAINTENANCE’ AGREEMENT 
WHEN BUYING? 

Companies tend to go for a 
maintenance agreement because 
it makes budgeting easier, is less 
hassle and can reduce 
administration. For private 
individuals, the fixed monthly cost 
can also be reassuring, but you 
should also work out whether it is 
cheaper to pay for your own 
maintenance. Use the What Car? 
data pages to help estimate costs. 


Generally, the higher your 
mileage, the more viable a 
maintenance agreement 
becomes for a single individual. 
Annual mileage of 20,000 miles 
or more can swing it in favour of 
a maintenance package. As well 
as the potential of extra servicing 
and wear and tear with higher 
mileage, many warranties run out 
at 60,000 miles. 

If you’re leasing an older car, 
consider maintenance. The 
warranty will probably run out 
before the end of the contract 
and while the best leasing firms 
source nearly new cars from main 
dealers, others may supply from 
less reputable origins. 

So do your sums, then balance 
any cost difference against the 
pros and cons. 

WHAT HAPPENS IF I FIT 
ACCESSORIES TO A CAR ON 
CONTRACT HIRE? 

You need to get the permission of 
the leasing company before you 
add accessories, such as mobile 
phone kits or tow bars. Before 
you return the car at the end of 
the contract, it is up to you to 
remove these accessories and 
make good any damage.

The bill for any damage at the 
end of a contract is known as a 
dilapidation charge. The 
distinction between ‘damage’ 
and ‘fair wear and tear’ can 
differ from one company to 
another, as can charges for 
putting it right, so compare 
charges before you sign up. 
The best firms follow British 
Vehicle Rental and Leasing 
Association guidelines. Some 
won’t charge if the cost of 
damage is below a set figure.

What about delivery dates, sourcing 
reliable used cars, finder’s fees and 
giving a broker money up front? 


A BROKER CLAIMS HE CAN 
SUPPLY ME WITH A NEW 
BMW X5 SOONER THAN MY 
LOCAL DEALER CAN. 

Is this possible? 

It could be that the broker 
pre-ordered a new X5 on the basis 
that he’d be able to find a buyer for 
it, or he may have a cancelled 
order. In either case, it is possible 
that you could beat the dealer 
waiting list, but quiz him about the 
basis for his claim. If it’s one of the 
two cases above, ask to see the 
proof, make sure the car has the 
same engine and trim that you 
want, and remember that you 
won’t be able to choose the spec if 
the car has been ordered. Get the 
delivery date in writing, too. 

rVE SEEN A BROKER WHO IS 
CHARGING A FINDER’S FEE 
OF £1000. 

Is this right? 

Shop elsewhere. There is nothing 
to stop brokers charging finder’s 
fees, even as high as this. However, 
unless the car is very exclusive or 
you’re jumping a long queue for an 
in-demand model, £1000 is steep. 
As a general rule, most reputable 
brokers earn their commission 
from the dealer, not the customer 
so be wary if you’re asked to pay 
the broker any money. 

IS IT SAFE TO PAY MONEY TO 
A BROKER BEFORE F VE 
TAKEN DELIVERY OF A CAR? 

It puts you in a very vulnerable 
position, even if the broker is 
trustworthy. If the broker goes 
bust before your car has arrived, 
you may not see the car or the 
money. The safest options are to 
use a broker who insists you pay 
the dealer directly for the car, or 
pay the money into an ‘escrow’ 
holding account until the car is 
ready for delivery. If you have 
handed cash to a broker, get 
written proof that the supplying 
dealer has received your money. 

CAN BROKERS SUPPLY USED 
AS WELL AS NEW CARS? 

Yes. The majority of new-car 
brokers also supply nearly new 
motors and the savings compared 
with the DIY route are broadly 
similar. Likewise, the usual caveats 
about using a broker also apply. 


Also, if the car is only a few 
months old, it’s worth ensuring 
that it isn’t a ‘dealer return’ - a new 
car returned by a customer 
because it was sub-standard. 

IF I BUY FROM A BROKER, 
WHAT FINANCE AND 
WARRANTY CAN I EXPECT? 

Most brokers don’t offer finance 
directly, but they can notify the 
dealer that you’re interested in 
paying for your car this way, and 
from then on, your dealer will 
discuss your options with you 
and conduct the transaction as 
normal. Every new car, whether 
you find it in a showroom or via 
a broker, comes with a full 
manufacturer’s warranty. 

WHERE DO BROKERS SOURCE 
THEIR CARS? 

Although some brokers specialise 
in imports, the majority deal in UK 
models, supplied by UK dealers. 
They’ve already negotiated 
discounts, so save you hassle and 
time but it’s possible to beat a 
broker’s price if you’re determined. 
Most brokers refer you to the 
dealer, and from then on you deal 
direct. As the car is supplied by a 
dealer you have a right to expect 
the same service as if you’d 
walked in off the street.

Pre-regcars: 
what’s the risk? 

If I buy through a broker, 
will I be the car’s first 
registered keeper? 

Sharon Jones, Cariisle 

Ask to see the broker’s terms 
and conditions before you buy. 
Some ‘rogue’ companies 
pre-register cars to claim 
manufacturer fleet discounts. 
However, while you might save 
a bit of money, this can be risky 
- you could invalidate your 
insurance. Reputable brokers 
only sell cars ordered through 
dealers where you are the first 
registered keeper. Get this 
assurance in writing, and don’t 
‘accept’ the car until you are in 
receipt of the V5C.
